In the column of “ Next of Kin” the names, age and occupation of two of the Pensioner’s sons, or 
nearest male relatives, are invariably to be noted; also the name of the person to whom he wishes all 
arrears due to him at the time of his death to be paid. ‘The column for prominent ocourrencés in life 
will show the number of battles or sieges where the Pensionor may have served, also the occasions on 
which Medals, or other honorary rewards, were received. The amount of monthly stipend is to be 
written in words, as well as figures. A . 

‘The Commanding Officer will next fill up the Parchment Certificate, and supply the marginal en- 
tries, which are necessary, showing the Pensioner's service, stature, color of hair and eyes, and his age 
when pensioned. ‘The Certificate must be made payable by a Pension Pay-master. :
